Xhis appointment is the highest 
honour within the power of the 
student body. It is made not by 
the university authorities but by 
the undergraduates through the 
Alma Mater Society Executive, 
which is the Queen's Students' 
Council. 

Rector to Give Address, 

The Governor ■ General's chief 
function as rector is to deliver an 
address to the Queen's student 
body some time during his term 
of office. Lord Athlonc will oc- 
cupy the position left vacant by 
the death of Hon. Norman Rogers, 
in an airplane crash last summer.

General Drive Is Toward 
$5,000,000 War Chest 

students Contribute Caution 
Money, Hold Self- 
Denial Day 



Over 1,500 students of the Alma 
Mater Society of the University of 
British Columbia gathered en 
masse to organize a campaign to 
help the Canadian Red Cross in its 
$5,000,000 War Chest Drive Num- 
ber Two. The mass meeting de- 
vised two methods, by means of 
which money could be raised. 

In carrying out the first method, 
the students agreed to relinquish 
their claims on returnable caution 
money, contributing the money in 
stead to the Drive. Since a five 
dollar charge is annually assessed 
it is expected that the Red Cross 
will net in excess of $2,000. 

Thé second measure undertaken 
for the support of the Red Cross 
was the inauguration of a Self-Dc 
nial Day. All the money which a 
student would ordinarily expend 
on cokes and cigarettes will be 
contributed to the Red Cross fund 
on the designated day. A baro 
meter is kept to estimate the daily 
donations of each group and an in- 
tense rivalry is said to exist among 
the various clubs, faculties, and 
fraternities. 

Other : suggestions were forth 
coming but have not been decided 
upon. A fraternity ball organized 
similarly to the President's Ball in 
the United States i.-; considered. 
The idea of a Mile of Dimes cam- 
paign, which has a precedent at 
U,B,C, in the drive to build Brock 
Hall , was a co-ed suggestion.

For years Montreal music lovers have been 
able to hrnr the New York Philharmonic con- 
certs path Sund.iy. in their entirety, throiish 
Station CKAC. For that we are duly grateful. 

But this season a certain ecole dc musique 
has bought the prruxi from to 0.00. Sta- 
tion CKAC was foolish cnoufih to sell it. So 
that the last two Philharmonic concerts have 
given listeners annoyance and heightened 
blood pressures instead of the customary plea- 
sure. All because the unmentionable ecole do 
musique insisted on giving the public, at pre- 
cisely ^.30, tunes rendered by the piano-ac- 
cordion. emphasizing thereby its interest in 
the cause of music. 

Both the Brahms First and the Dvorak 
New World Symphonies have their most im- 
porlsn! moments in the l.nst movement. And 
th.Tt '.s also the case with Sibelius' Second 
Symphony, which is to be played (and heard 
by some people) next Sunday. To cut off Uie 
symphonies before they are finished is van- 
dalism. Station CKAC and the ecole d« mu- 
sique owe It to the public to make different 
arrangements. 

If they cut off the Sibelius Symphony this 
Sunday, and you can't get WABC (860 kilo- 
cycles) or WCAU »n70 kilocycles), you might 
possibly be able to get the CBC station at 
Ottawa, CBO (880 kilocycles).

Exciting Ceneert. 

Apart from the criminal dismemberment 
of the Dvorak New World Symphony, the 
Philharmonic's concert last Sunday was a 
wonderful experience. 

• Artur Rubinstein's performance of the 
Fourth Beethoven Piano Concerto was truly 
exciting. He understood the music, and could 
r'ay it. Every phrase was given the import- 
ance it deferved, and technical difficulties 
were knocked off with appalling ease. 

Many a piano student studying the Fourth 
Concerto must have felt like dropping the 
piano and taking up the piccolo. 

And BarbiroUl's reading of the Dvorak New 
World Symphony was excellent. The sym- 
phony is certainly not the greatest ever writ- 
ten, but the themes are interesting and the 
orchestration «-ffcciive. The orchestra played 
well, Barbirolli keeping the music within the 
right proportions. 

Incidentally, the Philharmonic's playing of 
the New World Symphony brought to mind 
a damp Thursday evening last June, when the 
orchestra of Les Concerts Symphoniques 
played the same work at the Chalet atop 
Mount Royal. The difference in the net re- 
sults is an eloquent argument for a perman- 
ent conductor for the Concerts Symphoniques 
Orchestra. And a man like Desire Defauw is 
precisely what we need.

Toscanini'8 return to the air is good news. 
Some of the concerts he has conducted with 
the NBC Orchestra will never be forgotten by 
chrpnic serious music addicts. Certainly there 
has never been anything in the history of 
radio that quite equalled his Beethoven cycle 
last season.

Dear Sir,— A letter has recently

Last week, on request, we went 
to some length, breadth and thick- 
ness to begin an explanation of 
what gliding and souring is. \Vc 
have born i-clicved to learn th,it the 
third dimension of our expl.iiiation 
was not so great as to render it en- 
tirely opaque. Encouraged by this 
news we now propose to continue 
where we ended last week— in the 
middle of a discussion of launching 
methods. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 

Whfn Mc previously lapsed 

into a slr.inKlr(1 !sllcncr we had 
just drsrribrd the launching nf 
a primary glldrr by shock rord, 
or "hungcy," and had mention- 
ed that sailplanes are also 
launched by this ealaputt 
method from the lop of a hill 
site, where Ihfy fly out and 
soar ill the slope lift. The next 
method of launrhini; Is one of 
the most common— especially 
with pilots who have pro- 
gressed beyond the Initial (rain- 
ing stages. This Is the winch 
launch. 

❖ * « 

A launching winch is a motor- 
driven drum or spool on which 
several thousand feet of rope or 
cable can be wound. The drum is 
driven by a motor at a speed which 
will wind in the cable at between 
fifteen and fifty miles per hour. 
The model used by the McGill 
Gliding Club was designed and 
built entirely by members and con- 
sists of a M-Trmt'^n eight cylinder 
automobile motor mounted across 
the rear of the chassis of an 
ancient Packard touring car— the 
body having been cut away. It 
drives a welded steel drum through 
a regular gear box and the cable 
is guided on to ;he drum by a gate 
of rollers mou.-.ted in bronic bear- 
ings on a steel beam at the rear of 
the car. A complete set of controls 
and a comfortable seat are provid- 
ed for the winch driver. 

❖ « <• 

In use the winch is driven to 
the windward tide of the field 
and the cable or rope is pulled 
out across the field by a low 
car on the same line as the 
wind direction. At the opposite 
side of the field from the winch 
the gilder is attached to (be end 
of this cable by plaeiag a ring 
at the end of the cable in « 
special hook on the nose of (he 
glider which permits the pilot 
to drop the rope at will. The 
glider sits facing into the wind. 
Before the cable is attached the 
pilot straps himself in the teat. 
Then, with the ring in (he book, 
flag signals are made to tell 
the winch driver to start his 
motor. When he signals that it 
is running the "Tighten Up" 
signal is given and he draws 
the cable taut. 

<• <• ❖ 
Once all is in readiness the sig- 
naller at the launching point 
brings his flag down sharply in the 
"Take Off" command. Tne rear of 
the winch is heard as the driver 
opens the throttle and the glider 
iesp£ forward. Once the machine 
Isecomcs air-borne— which requires 
a run of only a few feet— the pilot 
flics level for a short distance while 
the winch picks up speed. Then— if 
he is an expert— he pulls back on 
the control column and shoots up 
like a rocket to five or six hun- 
dred feet, with the winch driver 
playing with the winch controls 
like an organist at a double con- 
sole, in order to get the most out 
of the launch. 

<•<•<«• 
As the t,')ider nrars the top of 
the lauucfa and approachcis a 
position directly over the wimh 
his flight path begins to level 
off, for the rope is now pulling 
down at mcII as fofM-ard, and 
the wincb driver slows the 
winch accordiugly. In the last 
part of the launch the pilot may 
boost liiK altitude to eight or 
nine hundred feet (much more
